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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant respectfully notes that no new matter has been introduced in the amended 
claims. The amended claims incorporate the limitations that were originally described in the 
specification. 

The "one-piece" housing limitation is disclosed numerous times in numerous places in 
the original specification. For example, on page 2 lines 4, 9, 12, 15, 17, 19, on page 3 lines 1, 3, 
5, 7, 9-10, 11, 13, 15, 18, on page 4 lines 3, 9, 10, 13, 15-16, 18-19,21-22, and on page 5 lines 1- 
2, 6-7, 10-11,14-15, 22-23 of the original specification the limitation of a "single-tube sealed 
container" is repeatedly and consistently disclosed. Also on page 4 lines 4-7 and lines 10-12 of 
the original specification is disclosed ". . .a housing 1 that is in the shape of an elongated cylinder 
with two semi-spherical channels 2, 3 through the length of the housing 1 defined by the housing 
1 . . ." Therefore, no new matter was introduced. 

The "rigid material" limitation is a necessary and inherent property of the disclosed 
invention. As disclosed on page 2 lines 1 3 - 1 4 of the specification, "... when the multi-channel 
single-tube sealed container and applicator is bent it will break open at the score. . on page 5 
line 11, ..with both of its sealed ends 5, 6 broken at the scores 7, 8 .. .", on page 5 line 17, 
". . .by breaking the sealed ends 5, 6 at the appropriate scores 11, 12. . .", and also on page 6 line 
2, ". . .by breaking the sealed ends 5, 6 at the appropriate score 13, 14 . . ." the housing must 
necessarily be of a rigid material for it to be able to break open at the score when bent. 

Furthermore, the "permanently sealed" limitation is also disclosed numerous times in 
numerous places in the original specification. For example, on page 2 lines 4, 9, 12, 15, 17, 19, 
on page 3 lines 1,3,5,7, 9-10, 11, 13, 15, 18, on page 4 lines 3, 9, 10, 13, 15-16, 18-19,21-22, 
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and on page 5 lines 1-2, 6-7, 10-11, 14-15, 22-23 of the original specification the limitation of a 
"single-tube sealed container" is repeatedly and consistently disclosed. Also on page 2 line 1 1 , it 
is disclosed that the housing ".. .is sealed on both ends." In addition, on page 4 line 19, it is 
disclosed that the housing has "... both of its ends 5, 6 sealed. . ." Furthermore, on page 5 line 
1 1 , it is disclosed that the housing has ". . .both of its sealed ends 5, 6. . ." Therefore, no new 
matter was introduced. 

Applicant respectfully requests that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case.
